“TJ have seen him meet a ragged newsboy 
cn the street, talk to him as gravely as to 
a statesman, advise him how to make mon- 
ey—he never knew how himself—and then go 
down in his pocket for perhaps his last doi- 
lar, which he would give the urchin to stake 
him so that he could buy a stock of papers. 

“Field loved ragged and hungry boys bet- 
ter that any others. He would meet a boot- 
| black whose business Was poor and give him 
‘his last penny. I remember starting out 
‘with Eugene to get a sandwich. He had a 
'dime. We met a boy who was broke and 
| Field gave him the dime. We ate later. 

“There was no regular pay day on the old 
Journal. The caskier seldom had money 
enough to pay the salaries. We worked by 
ithe week, ostensibly, and got paid by fits 
and starts. Field resorted to all kinds of 
'schemes to induce Cashier Haynes to pay 
| up. We worked for love, chiefly, and were 
|usually dead broke. 
| “Meld was always jolly, though his face 
was as solemn as an owl. He acknowledged 
'that he had no nose for news, but his witty 
'paragraphing and his capacity for writing 
| jingles on local happenings made him a val- 
iyable man. He was always writing merry 
verses and could turn them out on the in- 
stant. He wrote a very small hand, per- 
fectly legible, like copperplate. 

“We used to lunch at the old beanery on 
the north side of Chestnut street, opposite 
the courthouse, recently torn down, when 
we had money. Dan Rumsey’'s place, oppo-

judicious, legal and in the best interests ol

The constitution of Missouri of 186, 
adopted when the Republican party was in 
'eontrol of the state, contained a provision 
against investing any part of the public 
'school_fund in the stocks or bonds or other 
| obligations of any state, or of any county, 
‘city, town or corporation, but it contained 
no mandatory clause of how such funds 
should be invested. At that time a great 
part ef the public school fund and seminary 
fund was invested in stocks of the Bank 
of Missouri, and the constitution provided 
that tRat stock, as well as all other stocks 
held for the benefit of the funds, should 
be sold in such manner and at such time 
as the General Assembly shall prescribe 
The Republican party, which was then in 
control of state affairs, did wisely by or- 
dering’ the sale of the bank stock held for 
school purposes, since the bank within a 
| few years thereafter became a national 
| bank, failed as such, and its stock became 
'wholly worthless. While the validity of 
the sale was subsequently challenged in 
the courts, the stock probably sold for 
more than its then intrinsic value. 

The constitutional amendment, adopted in 
1872, when the Democratic party was in 
control of state-affairs, re-enacted the pro- 
hibitery provision of the constitution of 
1865, but, Instead of using the word state, 
used the words any other state, and con- 
tained a mandatory provision that the 
funds should be invested in the bonds of 
the state of Missouri, or of the United 
States. This provision has remained the 
same ever since. 

Part of the state school fund has been 
invested in a state certificate of indebted- 
ness since 1872, the residue since 1881. The 
difference between a state certificate and 
state bond is one in name only, since the 
| Hability on nefther can be enforced by 
‘legal proceedings. The state cannot be 
sued. Althvough this manner of investment 
was first adopted almost 30 years ago no 
one has ever quéstioned its constitutional- 
ity. Its wisdom_in yielding a higher rev- 
enue to the sthd@ols is apparent. 

Since the people feel exceedingly touchy 
on the subject of school funds it is less 
rrobable that the state will ever default 
n the payment cf interest or principal 
on these certificates than that it wil] ever 
default in payment of principal or interest 
on the other bonds. No sane man con- 
templates the probability of either event. 

The amount needed for the payment of 
interest in the one case, as well as in the 
other. is raised by taxation, and hence 
there is no difference in providing for in- 
terest in the two cases.

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HISTORY OF ANCIENT DATE FROM 
RUINS OF NINEVEH. 


FIRST BABYLONIAN LIBRARY 


Prehistoric Manuscripts on Clay Were 
Found and Are Now En Route 
to Philadelphia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 2.—Prof. Herman 
N. Hilprecht, who has been digging up the 
ruins of Nineveh for the University of Penn- 
sylvania, arrived home yesterday. He said 
that as the result of his discoveries and 
translations of inscriptions on vases, tab- 
lets and utensils, Bible history is shown 
to be quite recent. The tablets are histories | 
of times before Adam and Eve are supposed 
to have lived in the Garden of Eden. 

‘We have found the first Babylonian tem- 


ple library ever discovered,’ said he. ‘It 
was discovered at Nippur. Some of the 
documents go back as far before Abraham 


Babylonian languagés, exercises in gram- 
mar, dates, nymns, proverbs, astronomical 
works, yy texts, inventories of the 
temple, lists of gods and cash books giving 
the income of the templ om all sources. 

“The vate te Library was lost about the 
time Abraham went out of Ur.”’ 

The records fromithe Nippur Library are 
on thelr way from Bassora to Philadelphia. 

Nineveh_was the gapital of the Assyrian 
empire (Genesis 10, 11; Jonah 3, 3, and 
4, 11), the ruins of which are situated in 
Asiatic Turkey on the left bank of the 
Tigria, opposite the town of Mosul. It ex- 
tends along for 18 miles and is 12 miles 
deep, marking a vast city.

He 
made a short speech, in which he said he 
was d@ Democrat, and that he believed true 
Democracy in this campaign necessitated 
support of the souhd money policy of the

Mr. Eckels arrived at the hall as Mr. 
Lehmann was concluding his address. He 
was escorted to the hall from the Planters’ 
Hotel by the Twenty-second Ward Repub- 
lican Drum a Bugle Corps, and a large 
number of prominent St. Louis gold Demo- 
crats and Republicans. 

In opening his address Mr. Eckels com- 
plimented St. Louis for its financial sta- 
bility. In part Mr. Eckels said:
